MILWAUKEE  AREA  MILK  ORDER 
AMENDED.  EFFECTIVE  MAY  1.  1963 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  in  an 
order  issued  on  April  4,  1963,  amended  certain 
provisions  of  Federal  Order  No.  39.  Principal 
changes  which  become  effective  on  May  1 are: 

1.  Will  permit  milk  to  be  diverted  from  one 
pool  plant  to  another  and  still  be  deemed  to  have 
been  received  at  the  plant  from  which  it  was 
diverted.  Currently  milk  is  considered  to  be  "pro- 
ducer milk"  at  the  plant  physically  receiving  it. 

2.  Will  increase  the  size  limit  from  1 to  6 
gallons,  for  "fluid  milk  products"  which  may  be 
received  from  plants  regulated  by  other  orders 
and  be  allocated  to  Class  I under  the  Milwaukee 
order.  Such  products  must  be  disposed  of  as 
Class  I in  the  same  package,  just  as  received. 


INCOME  PER  FARM  AT  RECORD  LEVELS 
IN  MOST  AREAS 

Net  income  per  farm  reached  a record  high 
of  $3,  500  in  1962,  4 percent  above  the  preceding 
year,  according  to  recent  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  estimates.  A 1 percent  rise  in  total 
net  income  of  United  States  farm  operators  was 
divided  among  3 percent  fewer  farms  as  the 
number  of  farm  operators  declined  in  all  states 
during  1962. 

Areas  that  failed  to  show  gains  in  net  farm 
income  included  some  southeastern  states  where 
declines  ranged  from  2 to  7 percent  and  in  the 
Central  Plains  where  receipts  from  wheat  mar- 
ketings were  below  year-ago  levels.  The  largest 
increases  were  in  the  Northern  Plains  where 
ample  rainfall  broke  the  drought  and  brought 
sharply  higher  crop  yields  (continued  to  page  8)

In  the  two  Corn  Belt  states-Illinois  and  Iowa- 
greater  receipts  from  marketings  of  cattle  and 
calves,  hogs  and  corn,  reflecting  higher  prices 
for  these  products,  boosted  receipts  above  levels 
of  the  year  before.  In  Indiana,  farmers'  mar- 
ketings of  com  and  hogs  declined  but  higher  in- 
come was  received  from  the  sale  of  cattle  and 
soybeans.  Moreover,  Government  payments  to 
farmers  from  the  feed  grain  and  wheat  programs 
in  these  states  were  moderately  higher. 

In  the  dairy  states  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin 
net  income  per  farm  was  also  boosted  by  the  sale 
of  cattle  and  hogs.  Lower  receipts  from  dairy 
products,  however,  largely  offset  this  gain  in 
Wisconsin.  While  Government  payments  were 
much  smaller  in  the  dairy  areas  than  in  the  feed 
grain  areas,  they  were  sharply  above  a year 
earlier,  thus  contributing  to  the  higher  income.

ANSWER  FOUND  FOR  FARMER'S  ACHING  BACK 

The  trouble  is,  designers  of  farm  tractors  don't' 
have  to  ride  them.

"Our  sympathy  goes  to  the  hard- working  farmer 
who  suffers  troublesome  back  pains  and  at  times, 
must  ride  a jarring  tractor  from  daylight  to  dark,  " 
the  AMA  bemoaned.  Farmers'  wives  won  a few 
tears  also.  "If  any  group  had  a right  to  complain 
of  aching  backs,  the  women  on  the  farms  and 
ranches  should  be  given  first  priority. " 

However,  treatment  was  suggested  to  alleviate 
all  those  tired,  aching  backs  — exercise!
